VICTORIA’S DRA WING-ROOM. 


The New Procedure Rule in the House of 
Commons—A Severe Blow to the Glad- 
stonians—The Bulgarian Muddle—The 
Royal Sufferer—Renewed Heavy Snow 
Storms in England—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 25.—The first drawing - 
room of the season was held by Her Majesty, 
the Queen, yesterday, at Buckingham Palace. 
As usual there was a brilliant throng of royal 
personages. Ministers, ex-Ministers and Am- 
bassadors, and other foreign representatives 
were present. There was a dazzling display 
of stars, orders and jewels in accordance 
with the intricate rules of court etiquette. 
Collars of different orders were worn yester- 
day, it being collar day, otherwise Saint 
Mathias’ Day. It was a great crush, although 
the weather was not inviting to the ladies, 
who, in obedience to the stringent rules of the 
Lord Chamberlain, were obliged to appear 
in low-neck dresses. Snow fell at intervals. In 
spite of this, however,the historic promenade 
of St. James Park was filled as far as the eye 
could reach with splendid equipages, contain- 
ing ladies in the latest triumphs of the mil- 
linery art. The Queen wore a black brocaded 
silk gown with tulle drapery and jet trim- 
mings, and also had a coronet of diamonds, 
with the famous Kohinoor diamond as a 
brooch. From her appearance she seemed 
likely to keep the Prince of Wales from the 
throne for many years yet to come. The 
Princess of Wales, it was thought, looked 
rather ailing, although youthfulasever. She 
was attired in mignonette and gold brocade 
over a dress of dark Lyons velvet and bro- 
cade. The greatest success of all, however, 
was achieved by an American lady, 

MRS. PARKINSON SHARPE, 
whose train of exquisite brocade, wherein all 
kinds of soft, bright colors were skillfuily in- 
termingled, was the general theme of adm!i- 
ration. Among the diplomatic body was 
Minister Phelps. Mrs. Phelps presented to 
Her Majestry, Mme. Fouseca Vaz, wife of the 
Portuguese naval attache here. In spite of the 
brilliant gathering there was something cold 
and depressing in the atmosphere of Buck- 
ingham Palace, owing to its being practically 
untenanted, Her Majesty never having re- 
sided there since the death of the Prince Con- 
sort. 
THE NEW PROCEDURE RULES. 

A revolution has been effected in one brief 
sitting in the procedure of the Commons. In 
future the House will not sit later than 1 a. m., 
except in certain contingencies which do not 
often happen. The House, on the other hand, 
meets one hour earlier in the afternoon. The 
Government gave way on the proposal to ad- 
journ for one hour for per. This will not 
prevent the members ge x dinner, as never 
more than a dozen are in the House at 
that time, while it gives a chance to young 
orators to deliver speeches to the reporters. 
The new rule will not affect Saturdays, when 
the House only sits in exceptional circum- 
stances, nor Wednesday, which has always 
been considered a half holiday, the House sit- 
ting from noon till 6. 

THE DONCASTER ELECTION. P 

The Doncaster election is a severe blow to 
the Gladstonians. It is the first occasion the 
Government has won a seat from the epposi- 
tion since the generalelection. That it should 
occur in Pekshere, which went almost solid for 
home rule, is considered almost inexplicable. 
The Liberals console themselves thinking they 
have many gains toset against this one de- 
feat, and point to the fact that their total is 
not decreased but increased more than three 
hundred, although the Unionists increased 
more than 800. Fitzwilliam undoubtedly had 
great local influence as nearly all the property 
there belongs to his family. He strained every 
nerve even, as alleged, to the very verge of in- 
timidation. Moreover, the Liberal candidate, 
Balfour, was unknown, whereas the late mem- 
ber, Shirley, is the son of the Town Clerk of 
Doncaster. The hopes of the Liberals are 
centered on Deptford where they hope to win 
a seat by way of compensation. They are 
rather handicapped, however, by the fact that 
their candidate, Blunt, is still inprison. Bal- 
four, in spite of the fact thatthe Judge in the 
appeal case deciared Blunt guilty only of 
a technical offence, dares not release him for 
fear a sensation would make in his favor and

He 
made his appearance on the balcony outside 
of his room to-day and watched the arrival of 
a British squadron in the harbor.

They are now 
encamped at Maalgar, and have stored pro- 
visions at Debaroa. It is reported that Ras-

AN OPTIONAL METALLIO STANDARD. 

St. PFTERSBURG, February 25.—A special 
conference, which will include members of

establish an optional metallic standard, pre- 
paratory to the consolidation of the monetary 
currency. 

AN OFFICIAL DENIAL.

AFTER TWO YEARS. 


Arrest of a Negro fer the Murder of a 
Vicksburg, Miss., Constable. 


WHliam Green, alias Richard Hall, alias 
Burns, colored, was arrested by Officer Fuqua 
at 9:30 this morning on the steamboat Judith, 
lying at the foot of Olive street. 
He is wanted for killing Constable 
Frank Allen, colored, at Vicksburg 


Miss., two years ago. When taken to the Four 
Courts Green admitted the killing, but claimed 
it was done in self-defense. The prisoner says 
his right name is Richard Hall, 
but that he has always been 
known on the river as William Green. He 
was the captain of the watch of the steam- 
boat on which he was arrested and says that 
Alien used to be his . on the river, Five 
weeks before the killing the latter took sick 
and gave up his place. Afterward he 
became Oonstabie. Hall and another 
had had some trouble and Allen 
came to him and told him he had a warrant 
for his arrest. He was told to produce it, but 
could not, so Hall says, and Hall refused to 
submit to an arrest. Alien tried 
to get others to help 

make the arrest, but they 
refused because he had no warrant. Still 
Allen followed him and figally met with a man 
named Tom Washington who offered to assist 
him. Washington had also at one time 
been a partner of Hall and the latter 
told him if he attempted to 
arrest him he did so athis peril. Hall says 
Allen struck himand hethrew the latter down, 
wresting from him a revolver with which he 
was endeavoring to shoot him. Washington 
got a knife from Hali’s bosom, and then 
the later arose and warned them both to keep 
away from bim or he would shoot him. He 
went to pick up his hat and by mistake took 
Allen’s. The latter hit him over the 
arm with a loaded cane as he 
was picking up the hat, and 
Hall says it was then he fired the first shot. 
It only grazed the forehead of the Constable, 
who sprang forward and aimed a blow at his 
head with astick. He grabbed his arm and 
shot him in the heart and attempted to 
shoot him again, but the weapon would not 
discharge. Hall will be taken to Vicksburg 
by an officer who is expected from that place 
for him.

SURE TO STRIKE. 


THE ENGINEERS AND FIREMEN ON THE 
BURLINGTON SYSTEM. 


Failure ef the Conference Between the Men 
and the Company Officials—The Griev- 
ances of the Engineers and Firemen—A 
Statement by the Company’s Officers— 
Chief Arthur Gives His Consent to a Strike 
—The Lehigh Miners. 


CHICAGO, III., February 25.—On the Burling- 
ton road this morning everything is running 
as usual, and itis now stated that the threat- 
ened strike ot the engineers and firemen, if 
it occurs at all, will not take place for 
several days yet. The delegates who 
have been here presenting the men’s des 
mands to the officers of the road 
left for their homes yesterday without having 
accomplished their mission, but before a 
strike can occur their report will have to be 


heard and adopted by the different lodges. 
One of the delegates is 
Colorado and will uot reach 

before to-night. The officers 
Burlington road have drawn up an elaborate 
reply tothe men’s demands, embodying their 
reasons for a refusal of the changes asked for 
by the committee and the schedule of wages 
—— by the Chicago, Burlington & Quine 

his reply says that in substance the deman 3 
made by the men were: 

1. Pay to be governed solely by miles run 
without regard to other conditions or circum- 
stances. 

2. An average increase of pay. 

8. The abolition of classification based upon 
length of service, age or experience. 

4. No more examinations or tests “except 
such as are 1 1 by the General Man- 
ager and the General Grievance Committee. 

TO THESE THE ROAD SAYS: 

1. That the present system is in force 
upon 1 — Important roads in this country 
and is preferred because it is the best one to 
fairly provide for differences in the 
amount of labor, time and responsibility, 
required by enginemen upon different runs 
The trip basis, in view of all the varying 
conditions, covers value received. An arbi- 
trary mileage basis disregards the value of 
the service rendered, and in the long run, 
we fear, would be ‘unsatisfactory to the 
men and to the company. For example: 
On the Galesburg Division of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, an engineer on 
a light passenger run of two cars between 
Budaand Vermont, under the presentschedule 
earns in twenty-six days $123.50 and the fireman 
$74.10; under the schedule which you propose 
the engineer would receive $171.08 and the fire- 
man $102.64 

A number of examples like the above are 
next given in the company's answer, which 
then continues: 

2. Owing to the existing State and in- 
terstate laws poor crops and extremely low 
rates, as well as a great multiplication of new 
lines, Western roads are passing through a 
critical period. Itis at present impracticable 
to maintain rates that cover the cost of 
transportation. Railroad construction has 
almost entirely ceased. The rail mille and 
other factories find their business decreasing; 
the demand for labor is increasing and wages 
are likely to decrease. Atatime when wages 
are tending downward, engine men cannot 
expect more pay unless they are underpaid 
now in comparison with other workingmen. 

3. At present we have one rate of pay 
for engineers just promoted from firemen, 
which continues one year. In the second 
of service as engineer an advance in pay 

s given. On the expiration of the 
second year a further advance to 
full engineers’ pay is given. The schedule 
proposed by the committee does. away 
with this classification and insists upon full 
pay for every man as soon as he runs an 
engine. To properly conduct its business the 
company must be the judge of what are the 
most economical runs for its engines, and 
any claim by its employes to decide 
where division termini shall be made, can- 
not be allowed. The company must reserve 
prs sane the right to ascertain, by whatever 
examinations it may think advisable, whether 
its employes of all classes are capable of ful- 
filling the duties they undertake and the pub 

lic also demand that the rallroad company 
shall take every precaution to employ onl 

those men who can safely perform the wor 

entrusted to them. 

In conclusion, we would say that, while 
we cannot see our way to accepting 
your committee’s proposals, we expect to pay 
as much as our neighbors for similar 
services, and we are ready at any 
time to take up the question of wages 
and adjust any inequalities in our 
schedule that may be shown to exist. We 
cannot, however, attempt to adopt a basis 
which says that one 100-mile run shall be 

ald the same as another 100-mile run, regard- 

ess of the effort and ability required and the 
difficulties to be overcome op each.“

Just Before the Jury Discharged Martin 
Irons In the Wire-Tapping Conspiracy 
Case—Judge Laughlin Calle Irons an An- 
archist and Martin Retorts With the Lie 
~The Other Conspiracy Cases Dismissed 
—End of the Strike Prosecutions. 


The case of Martin Irons, indicted for de- 
stroying telegraph wires, came to an end in 
the Criminal Court about Io clock this after- 
moon, when the jury returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty and the de- 
fendant was discharged. All the _ testi- 
mony was in when court adjourned last even- 
ing. This morning Judge Normile instructed 
the jury on destroying telegraph wires and at- 
tempting to destroy telegraph wires. The 
arguments were then made, each side speaking 
foran hour. Gov. Johnson, for the defense, 
putin histime endeavoring to show thatthe 
whole scheme was a conspiracy concocted by 
MecKeighan to entrap Irons and the other 
4 re of the strike. He said Mo- 
Reighan and Nicholls were not only 
informers, but were worse, for they had first 
endeavored to inveigle the strikers into com- 
mitting a crime and had then informed on 
them. Nicholls had evidently come here in 
the first place to help get these men into this 
conspiracy; he was under the pay of the rall- 
road company and a spy in the strikers’ 
ranks, He had deen indicted, but 
never prosecuted or molested in any way, 
and when brought here at the expense of the 
Railroad Company to testify a nolle prosequi 


was entered in his case. There was not a sin- 
le iota of testimony to corroborate that given 

y McKeighan and Nicholls. 

Judge Laughlin for the State admitted that 
there was no testimony to corroborate that of 
Nicholis and McKeighan, but he denied that 
there was a conspiracy. He did not much ad- 
mire McKeighan, but Nicholls was a 
— ‘ boy whom Irons himself had 

rought here to do the work. hen 
asked the boy weakened and confessed and 

eed te testify againstthe others. Although 
the testimony of a confederate it was worthy 
ot belief. No matter what the jurors thought 
of railroad companies or Jay Gould or 
corporations they should punish the 
defendant for what hedid. To acquit him 
would be equivalent to convicting young 
2 of being unworthy of belief, and he 

ew they did not want to do that. 

A SCENE. 

Quite a little scene occurred while Judge 
Laughlin was making hisspeech. He referred 
te Irons as an agitator and compared him with 
August Spies and Johann Most, men who 
never worked themseives, but were always in- 
citing the workingmen to strike and creating 
disturbances between these men and their 
R. He said Irons was an Anarchist. 

‘*You are aliar,’’ said Irons from his seat. 

Laughlin then went on to say that the strikers 
had ditched n train at Sedalia, 
killing and injuring people. Irons had 
Gisregared the orders of his chief, Pow- 
. derly, who had called off the strike, and had 
said he wanted war and had it. ‘‘And,’’ con- 
tinued the Judge, ‘‘he stood there seeing in- 
nocent lives endangered, this cold-blooded 
anarchist.’’ 

Do I understand you to call me an Anarch- 
ist?’ asked Irons very warmly. 

Fou most assuredly do,“ replied the at- 


torney. 

Then you are a lar!“ exclaimed Irons. 
He proceeded to get pp out of his seat, but 
Deputy Sheriff Skidmore held him 
down. Gov. Johnson objected to the 
remarks of Judge Laughlin, 
asked that the speaker be made to 
confine his remarks to the evidence. For a 
while there wasa scene of wild excitement. 
Itocooled down ina moment, however, and 

Laughlin resumed his argument. 
THE VERDICT. 

The jury were out just fifteen minutes when 
they returned a verdict ofacquital. Irons was 
congratulated by his friends, who filled the 

room, Circuit-Attorney Clover then 
announced thathe would enter nolle prose-

are always found in certain well-known 
localities, and no skill whatever is required 
for their capture. The Black Island grounds, 
just off the Connecticut coast, always pro- 
duce a good fish oe, and are much affected 
by the New London fishermen. 
CODFISH ARE FOUND 
in small numbers at various points among the 
New Engiand and New York coast, but their 
reat resort is the Newfoundland bank, and 
t is to these that seven-eighths of the vessels 
go. The codfishing vessels are generally 
small, the majority being sloops of not 
more than twenty tons, interspersed with a 
few old and dilapidated sohooners. One fisher- 
man is about as good as another, and the con- 
sequence is that but fewAmericans can be found 
among the crews, the great majority being 
Scandinavians, with a few Dutch and English.

The ships employed in this trade 
are splendid vessels, all large and fine sloops 
and schooners, magnificently appointed, 
heavily manned and nearly as fast as a 8 
yacht. When news is received that fis 
are to be found in a particular 
locality, the greatest speed is necessary to 
reach them before they move elsewhere, and 
a slow vessel is of no use. Those first 
on the ground secure the cream 
of the catch, and there is al- 
ways a most exciting race when 
a schoolof mackerel is sighted. When the 
Spanish mackerel are struck—the shyest and 
rarest fish on the coast—a good fisherman is 
worth halfa dozen poor ones. These fish are 
caught near the top of the water, and 
BITE VORACIOUSLY 

for a short time, until they suddenly disap- 
pear. It is wonderful to watch the skill and 
88 ofa good fisterman. He will jerk a 

h out of the water, unhook him by a single 
movement and have another on his line, all 
within three seconds, while at least tenfold the 
time is required by a greenhorn. Bluefish are 
taken by trolling and seabass also, while men- 
haden, which are used for bait and manure, 
are captured by the millions in nets, as 
are sO smelt. Halibut and sharks 
are harpooned, the former often 
weighing 400 or 500 pounds. The best fishing 
is to be found along the Canadian coast, and I 
must say that our vessels pay very 
little attention to the three-mile line, un- 
less a British cruiser is in the Immediate 
neighborhood. With afair headwind, and a 
start of two miles, an American schooner 
can defy pursuit by all but the very fast- 
est steamers, and will be fishing in the 
forbidden waters until the cruiser is near ut 
hand, and then run off close hauled at a 
faster rate than the pursuer. 

DANGERS ON THE OOAST. 

The dangers which the fishermen are called 
upon to face are very great, said Mr. Cart- 
right in conclusion. The Canadian coast is 
very stormy and vessels are continually con- 
fronted. by a lee-shore and a landward 
gale. Hundreds are lost every year, 
especially as the New Brunswick 
coast, While the fron-bound island of Anti 
costi is a veritable ship’s graveyard, as when 
a vessel strikes the rock-bound coast of that 
inhospitable land, the few that escape are 
likely to die of exposure and starvation. 
In the fall especially is Anticosti avoided, all 
sailors baving a superstitious dread of this 
illomened spot, haunted as it is by tales of 
suffering and horror, cannibalism having 
been resorted toon more than one occasion by 
unfortuate castaways. Of recent years the 
British Government have erected a number of 
lighthouses and life-saving stations, and the 
— of sailors in this vicinity have been 
N decreased. But the rockbound coast 
is still there, and fishing in its neighborhood 
will always be attended with the greatest dan- 
ger. 


NEWS FROM THE ORIENT, 


Death of United States Vice-Consul Nye at 
Canton, 


SAN Francisco, Cal., February 25.—The 
steamer San Fabla arrived from Hong Kong 
and Yokohama this morning. China pa- 
pers announce the death of Gideon 
Nye, United states Vice-Consul at Canton. 


He was the oldest foreign resident in China, 
having gone there in 1833. He amassed a 
fortune of about $6,000,000 and afterwards lost 
Id all. At the time of his death he was writing 
a history of China's relations with foreign 
powers.

te Resist British Encroachment. 


New YorE, February 2%5.—The Womp this 
morning says: The clarion tones of the 
trumpet of war are at this moment, if report 
is to be believed, awakening responsive 
echoes in the martial breasts of at least one 
hundred hitherto peaceful New Yorkers and of 
4,000 other American citizens scattered 
through various parts of the United States, 
noticeably inthe South. It is from the win- 
dow of an office on Broadway that the bugie- 
call to arms is being sounded, and Col. George 
W. Gibbons is said to be at the little end of 
the trumpet. He has not yet, however, begun 
to make the noise which will be 
made when, at the conclusion of 
a great commercial conference, which is to 
be held in New York within the next sixty 
days, it is found, as it no doubt will be, that 
the American Government refuses to take up 
the war trumpet and blow it on its own ac- 
count. Itmeansthat American industries in 
Venezuela must be protected from British 
interference whether the President and 
his Cabinet say 80 oor not. It 
may not perhaps be generally known that an 
American syndicate, representing at least 
$10,000,000, and headed by the well-to-do Cali- 
fornia banking firm of Mackay, Flood & 
O’Brien, having had its eye for many years 
on the trail running between the Orinoco 
River and the superbly rich mining district 
of Oaratal, Venezuela, just as Jacob 


Sharp used to have his eye on Broadway, at- 
tempted some time ago to establish a steam- 
ship line between New York and the mouth of 
the Orinoco River, with a rail connection of 
400 miles thence to Caratal. 


BRITISH RFERENCE. 

The difficuity about the little railroad and 
gsemi-mpnthly steamer scheme arose, 80 says 
Col. Gibbons, through the ebjections of the 
British Government, whose policy of 
agrandisement is clearly and plainly 
labelled Venezuelan affairs. Asso- 
ciated with Messrs. Mackay, Flood & 
O’Brien in the above mentioned — — 
enterprise, were such comfortably fixed land- 
we as R. W. Taylor, of California; George 

„Roche, of Savannah, Ga.; B. A. Whit.nan, 
Peter Doremus, Henry Siefxke and Peter Ash- 
ton, of New York City; Charles L. Bull, of 
Oharleston, 8. „ and several others. 
In connectlon wit the steamship and 
rallroad these gentlemen also organized 
a land and emigrationcompany. All those in- 
terested in the scheme were Americans, and 
the Venezuelan Government made the syndi- 
cate large concessions. There are now 200 
Americans inthe mining district of Venezuela 
—many of them from New York—who 
were sent thither by this syndicate. They 
think that the United States ought tp protect 
them and their interests, and if it does not 
they propose to fight. There is about $10,000,- 
000 of New York capital invested in Venezuela, 
and it is in jeopardy if England persists in her 
scheme of territorial aggrandizement. 

ARMED RESISTANCE. 

That Col. Gibbons is satisfied with the war- 
like attitude is abundantly proved by 
his own statements. If it were necessary,’’ 
paid he, 861 would raise an 
army of 100,000 Irishmen in this country to re- 
sist Great Britain. They are ready at all times 
to strike a blow at the English Government, 
and are heartily in sympathy with us in this 
Venezuelan movement.’ 

He says that he has recruited 60,000 Amer'i- 
cans of undoubted courage who will proceed 
to Venezuela under his leadership and take 
positions as commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officers in the conflict with Great 
Britain. And when they get there they 
will not, according o his statement, 
be in a defenseless condition for within 
the past month 60,000 stands of improved fire- 
arms have been purchased by the California 
syndicate and shipped to Venezuela to be used 
inthe war. Thesame syndicate, by the way, 
will also gurantee, s0 the Colonel 
Bays, all soldiers who go from 
this country, $20 a month during 
their term of service. To evade the neutrality 
aws, the army (big or small, as the case may 

6) will be shipped south, labeled, every 
mother’s son of them, as emigrants, but their 
kits will consist of Colt revolvers and other 
likewise peaceful agricultural implements. 
It must by no means be supposed that the 
Venezuelans are sitting idly by waiting for 
Col. Gibbons and his warlike companions to 
arrive. Ifthis Government refuses to inter- 
tere an army of determined Venezuelans, 60, 000 
— which was organized and has been 
drilled for the past year under the leadership 
of Gen. Millen, an old soldier of fortune, and 
a former New York journalist, and Gen. Gor- 
don, a South Carolinian, late of the Oonfeder- 
ate army, will be put in the fleld to resist 
Great Britain’s contemplated encroachment.

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STILL CONTINUES. 


The English Invasion of Venezuelan Land 
—A Streng Protest. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., February 25.—The iast 
news received by Manuel T. Olavarria, Con- 
sul-General of Venezuela in the United States, 
is that the invasion of the English on Venezue- 
lan land not only continues bug it extends 
epenly and will reach the territory of Vuruari. 
On the 29th of November there was proposed 


in the Colonial Legislature of Demerara the 
construction of a road which, crossing the 
rivers Mayaruni and Cuvnin, would ex- 
tend up to the limits of the colony. In 
the course of the argument it was said 
that the district Vuruari was included in the 
limite. The attorney of the Queen said 80 
and urged the measure. The project was 
adopted. An armed force was sent upon 
Vuruari, and no resistance was feared because 
the natives of Venezuela there did not ex- 
ceed one hundred, and the others are English 
subjects. According to the decree of tbe 
Governor of Demarara of December 81, 1887, 
the validity of a contract made with the Gov- 
ernment of Venezuela for the opening of a 
railroad from Ciudad Bolivar to Guacipati is 
not recognized. So the English, it is said, do 
not content themselves with the possession 
with the mining territory of Vuruari and the 
Orinoco River, but up to Bolivar City. 
Arthur W. Roudier, who has been Oonsul of 
Venezuela at Boston since 1881, says he knows 
allthat territory which has been stolen and 
considers England’s action most outrageous. 
Surely the Udited States will have something 
to say about it. He is an American citizen 
and has some mines there.

AN ACTIVE 


General Rejoicing Over the Prospective Eye- 
Sore at the Corner of Eighth and Locust 
Streets, Across From the Custom. House 
Sales Made and Prices Obtained To- Day 
—News and Notes. 


Of the various important changes that have 
recently taken place in central business 
property, none have been hailed with the very 
general congratulations following the 
announcement that the report of 
the OCommissioners appointed for the 
partition of the Patterson property at the 
southeast corner of Eighth and Locust, has 
received. The premises take in 
a quarter of a block of old rook- 
eries that have long been a great detriment to 
the locality, but well rented, neverthe- 
less, ae the situation is an admirable 
one or business purposes. Repeated 
attempts have been made during the past 


eight years to sell this property, but all 
efforts to harmonize the interests of the va- 
rious heirs has proved unavailing in each 
attempt that has been made to induce them to 
sell, lease or improve. Once before a com- 
missioner was appointed to adjust the 
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differences, and after laboring assiduously 
at the task for three years they finally submit- 
ted a report, which was promptly and 
effectually rejected. Following this disap- 

ointment another commission consist- 
ng of Messrs. John G. Priest, Charles Green 
and Juliue Pitzman, were appointed to effect 
an equitable settlement between the interested 
parties. During the progress of these latter 
negotiations a good round offer for the whole 
property was made, but the heirs re- 
fused to accept it and it then 

—— that there was no hope 
of supplanting the old shanties. Having no 
other alternative the Commissioners divided 
the property and alloted it to the heirs, as 
shown in the accompanying plat, and then 
filed their report. Exceptions to it 
were immediately instituted, but since 
then better council has prevailed, 
for the bill of exceptions was 
withdrawn yesterday and the report legaliy 
confirmed this morning. Now that this has 
been done the heirs are at liberty to sell 
their interest, or may in the end 
combine to improve it as a whole, or make a 
joint lease to parties who have long wanted to 
get possession of the property ina lump. An 
expert in values says it is worth $125,000. 

A NOVEL PLAN. 

The New Plan Building and Loan Associa- 
tion was organized last night by the election 
of Joseph J. Whorten, President; Frank 
Paule, Treasurer, and W. Bergfeld, 
Secretary.

proved of by ali who have tried it. There ap- 

ears to be but one objection offered against 
he method, and that is such an association 
will be two or three years longer winding up.

Louis 8. Schuyler, at the age of 27, died in 

1879, a self-devoted victim of yellow fever, in 

Memphis, whither he had gone in response to 

the call for ministerial help during the terrible 
scenes of the placue. 

HIS ARRIVAL IN ST. LOUIS. 

When Dr. Schuyler first arrived by boat in 
St. Louis and walked up the hill from the 
levee he saw his church on the western boun- 
dary ofthecity. It stood on the southwest 
corner of Fifth and Chestnut streets, where 
Hurst’s Hotel now stands. 

My, this is away out in the outskirts, isn’t 
It?“ said he to his wife. 

„es, indeed it is,’’ said she, looking around 
at the thinly built surroundings. 

Nota parishioner then lived west of Sev- 
enth street. Soonafter his arrival the cit 
began to jump westward, hitherto its growt 
being entirely northward and southward. 
All the fine residences were on Third, Fourth 
and Fifth streets. The surroundings of the 
rectory did notlota suit him. Intherear of 
the church which faced Broadway was the 
rectory and west ofthat was the fall, a high 
fence separating the home of saintiiness from 
the abode of sinfulness. Five years residence 
there sickened him of our town sights 
and at the end of that time he 
moved into his present residence, the old- 
fashioned house that site back from Locust 
street, No. 2816. 

HOW THE CITY LOOKED THEN. 

He and his wife like to contrast the city now 
with the city then, as viewed from the top of 
tne hill the day they drove out to take 5 
sion. From Seventeenth street to Uhrig’s 
Cave was a deep forest and they guided tne 
team up the wooded slope, 2 — a wind- 
ing road through the trees. Beyond the cave 
the trees began to get fewer, and 
on the crest the ground was 
comparatively open. From the upper win- 
dows of his house he leok across the space 
now occupied by St. John’s Methodist and 
Pilgrim Charches and see the large sheet of 
water that covered several blocks, so deep 
that a man and a horse were once drowned in 
it. 

THE OLD CHURCH

How They Worked.

Cireuit Judges. 


A decision relative to the Poplar-street track 


nuisance was rendered to-day by Judge Lupke 
in the case of Michael Keber against 


the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. The plaintiff alleged that he owned 
property fronting- on Poplar street 


and he sought to recover damages from the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company for injury 


done to the property. The first 
count charged that a locomotive and 
train jumped the track on the 


15th of December, 1886, and ran Into the side- 
walk and upon the plaintiff's building, break- 
ing down the porch and tearing up the side- 
walk. The second count charged a continued 
violation by the Missouri Pacific Company for 
a period of five years of an ordinance of the 
city regulating the fuel to beused and the 
speed and manner in which the company may 
run its trains upon Poplar street. On account 
of violations of this ordinance the property of 
the plaintiff was injured. 

The Court says: »The violation of an ordi- 
nance which is conceded to be valid is negli- 
gence per se, and actionable if damage results 
to a property-owner, which damage can 
be directly traced to such  negii- 
gence.
